“money-making” board, but is 
funded through University funds 
Harvey said. All monies ailoted 
and raised are used for student 
activities* 

Nine feature films have been 
contracted by the SAB for the

spring semester. The first will 
be shown the Friday of spring 
registration. 

THE POLICY change was 
discussed and approved by the 
full SAB program committee at 
its Nov* 10 meeting* 

The Board also approved a 
motion to allow students with 
spring ID's to attend showings 
of movies during the summer 
term. 

The last SAB Program 
Council Meeting will be held 
Dec. 1 at 3:30 p.m, in Bronson 
Hall 126, according to Harvey, 
The president said that the 
meeting is extremely important 
and that all members should 
attend. 


HE ALSO mentioned that all 
eight committee positions will 
be vacant Dec, 6.

Dr. Marvin Stottlemire's Political Science 360 class 
is midway through an experiment in international 
relations* The class is broken up into several “nations” 
each with the capabilities that parallel normal nations*

The Social Sciences Department will offer four seminars during the Spring 
Semester according to Dr. John W. Hall, associate professor of Geography and 
Chairman of the Department of Social Sciences* 


Dr, Hall said the classes will 
emphasize in-depth coverage of 
the selected topics through 
discussion, lectures and student 
presentations. Seminar topics 
will vary from semester to 
semester and the courses may 
be repeated for a total of six 
hours credit* 

THE TOPIC for History 490 
will be “The United States in the 
1920V according to Dr. Ann 
McLaurin, assistant professor 
of History, who said the class 
will also Include some oral 
history techniques. “Well be 
studying crime, prohibition, 
race-relations, the Scopes trial, 
the Red Scare, the Ku Klux Klan 
and the presidential races of the 
20' s,” said Dr. McLaurin. 
“Students will take one of these 
topics or one of their own and 
investigate it on the local level,” 
she continued* History 490 will 
meet from 11 a.m* to 12:30 p*m. 
cm Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

Dr. Kenneth Hinze, assistant 
professor of Sociology, will 
teach a seminar in “The 
Sociology of Religion” from 9 to 
10 a *m, on Mondays , Wed- 
nesdays and Fridays. “We'll be 
taking an analytic look at 
religious behavior and the social 
science definition of it,” said Dr* 
Hinze.” “Well study religion in 
American society and around 
the world and the individual 
characteristics and motivations 
of religion today,” he continued*

scheduled by Dr. Marvin 
Stottlemire for 9:30 to 11 a. m. on

read about four books on 
community power and then tie 
in their ideas with our own

A seminar in “The Philosophy 
of Science” will be conducted by 
Dr, Donald Sanderson, assistant 
professor of Philosophy;” I’ll be 
presenting the history of science

a press leak, 

Dr* Stottlemire stresses that 
virtually every aspect of the 
real world is afforded including 
economic, political and military 
aspects. The “nations” may 
even simulate a nuclear or 
conventional war. 


WITHIN EACH state the 
students are required to make 
diplomatic decisions. The Head 
of State represents president or 
dictator. The Foreign Policy 
Advisor is a combination of 
state and national security. The 
Domestic Advisor is in charge of 
Labor, Health, Education and 
. Welfare. The Foreign Affairs 
Diplomat conducts all 
negotiations concerning trade, 
military, economy and alliance*

The candidate 
forum that was scheduled 
earlier this semester had to be 
cancelled. The candidates, 
which, by the way, numbered 
many, could not all be at LSUS 
on the same day. It was also 
very dose to election day, so the 
candidates had to allot their 
time wisely. It was just im- 
practical for the candidates 
themselves. 

The seat cushions that the 
SGA tried to get for the SLA 
were rejected by the ad- 
ministration when our budget 
was being finalized. We may be 
able to get the cushions in the 
future, but if the administration 
says no. then it means no. What 
else can I say? 

THE REQUIREMENT 
changes for the Mr, and Miss 
LSUS elections are wanted by 
the Almagest. That does not 
mean that the changes are 
wanted by the SP \ or the 
students, although they may be 
forthcoming* Until the subject 
has been discussed further, I 
suggest that the Almagest 
refrain from making derogatory 
remarks about the SGA eon- 
cering this matter. They have 
already stated their opinion 
about the subject in a very 
crudely constructed editorial in 
the October 22 issue. 

The Almgest has said that 
“The Senate has done absolutely 
nothing.” I admit that the SGA 
does not come out with a 
revolutionary program every 
week, but we have ae* 
complished many objectives. 
The Senate helped with the 
Cystic Fibrosis Bikeathon, has 
conducted many elections, and 
has acquired a PA system for 
the Snack Bar. Many hours of 
work went into the Campus-wide 
Discussion that was held 
Wednesday. 

WE WILL erect a Christmas 
tree in the mall after 
Tlianksgiving. Much work has 


gone into researching the 
feasibility of the Academic 
Appeals Board and the Common 
Hour, and much more is still 
needed before these projects 
can be realized. Etc., etc., etc. 

The Almagest says the Senate 
thrives on praise, yet most of 
our work goes unreported. We 
are still alive after the 
resignations of a President and 
a Vice-president. We continue 
to function even though some 
senators fall in their respon- 
sibilities. But many senators 
work hard, on a volunteer basis, 
receiving no money and little 
praise. Must the Almagest 
continue to degrade and per- 
secute the entire SGA because of 
the lack of effort by a few? Must 
the Almagest continue to print 
stories before they discover all 
the facts? 

I FEEL that the biggest 
problem facing the SGA and 
LSUS is student apathy. Without 
student support of the programs 
and activities the SGA develops, 
all the work put into those 
projects is in vain. My question 
is this then. Can the Almagest 
work with the SGA to the benefit 
of all the students, or must they 
continue to create controversy 
to satisfy their own questionable 
needs?

Wheat composes 
score to record

Bill Wheat, an LSUS student 
has been instrumental in a new 
record, recently released a 
single on the Custom Sound 
iable. The record, “Sexy Lady/* 
was a joint effort of Eddie Giles, 
who wrote the lyrics and Wheat 
who composed the score. 

Quite a bit has gone into the 
production of the record, and if 
is not an overnight job. Wheat, a 
junior Liberal Arts major, told 
how “Sexy Lady M came about. 
The first step was to record the 
"rhythm track" and then to dub 
in the vocal over it. This was 
done at Sound City in 
Shreveport. 

THEN IT was off to Malaco, 
Mississippi where the or- 
chestration and backup were 
overdubbed on the rhythm track 
and vocal. The backup was done 
by the same groups that plays 
with Dorothy Moore, who has 
released two top ten songs in the 
past six months. New Orleans 
was the next stop where the 
mixing of the recordings were 
done. After the mix, the final 
step was making a press. This 
was done in Memphis, Tenn. by 
United Press and it was then 
distributed. 


The distribution is a job in 
itself because many radio 
stations will not play a release 
unless it has been reported to 
"Cashbox'*, a trades magazine. 
To get reported to Cashbox" the 
cut must be played by 7-10 
major radio stations. This can 
cause problems and a 
promotional man is helpful. 


THE “PROMO man" for 
Eddie Giles and the Numbers is 
Bobby Patterson of Atlantic 
Records, Patterson has done a 
good job of getting "Sexy Lady" 
aired in Dallas, Houston, An- 
tonio, Baton Rouge and 
Oklahoma City, but the only 
local station playing the song is 
KOKA. Giles 1 is employed as a 
disc jockey there. The Sport- 
spage has also picked up on the 
release, which has been out 
about three weeks. 


“Sexy Lady" has just been 
reported to Cashbox and, ac- 
cording to Wheat, should 
receive a ranking soon. To 
receive a ranking, which means 
the record is in the top 100, it 
must be played by 25 major 
radio stations.
